December Ik, but confirmed information on them has not yet been received. ' 

Fourteen of those reported are dry cargo and five are tankers. Nine 
were chartered to the USSR, three to Communist China, assd two to Cuba. 

Grouped by flag, seven are British, four Greek, two Swedish, one Vest 
German, one Norwegian, one Spanish, one Italian, one Dutch, and one Lebanese.
